We are now thoroughly con­ 
vinced that it is merely a question of 
time autl a reasonable outlay ol mon­ 
ey, to m ake our projected Imrbffr im- 
orovemeiits all that is necessary to 
meet the rapidly increasing demands 
ofo'ir rieli back country. 


MINL, SOUL AND HEART. 


A Criticism on the i'rizi* K**mj. 
E nrrou H fmiald: Whilst reading 
in a recent edition of the H kkai.d an 
original composition on “ Mind, Soul 
and Heart," it struck me that the 
author hud laid herself open (o a con­ 
siderable amoiiht of criticism Some 
of my ideas on the subject I have ven­ 
tured to give below. 
To commence at the beginning: “ In 
former times the idea of suffering was 
almost invariably connected with au­ 
thorship," etc. That is to say that an 
ordinary person trying to realize to 
iiiniselfthe sufferings that people in 
former times had to endure, would 
" almost invariably ” have those con­ 
nected with authorship brought before 
his mind. A statement like the above 
is simply ridiculous; non-literary peo­ 
ple of whatever class thinking of the 
sufferings endured by any people or 
class of people, would probably in the 
first instance think of those endured 
by some particular sect or class for 
which that period had been remarka­ 
ble; or, in tiie absence of such partic­ 
ular class orsect, theiruttoiitlon would 
probably lie drawn to those which, 
through the backward stale of civil­ 
isation, people of their own class had 
suffered, or if wealthy people, to tlie 
sufferings of the poorer classes. Feast 
of all, With the general run of people, 
would the idea of suffering lie connect­ 
ed with authorship, for, having no 
experience themselves of what unsuc­ 
cessful authors suffer and learning 
principally of tlie successful ones 
through their writings, etc., and know­ 
ing how large tHe proportion is of lazy 
scribblers to the really meritorious 
writers, they would he more inclined 
to think the good ones had earned I heir 
reward and that though some prob­ 
ably had not met with the success 
they deserved, that doubtless the ma­ 
jority liad by a vagabond, good-for- 
nothing life well deserved the troubles 
they may have endured. W hy should 
the idea of suffering be connected more 
with authors than with painters, sculp­ 
tors. musical composers, etc., etc.,wlio 
have had probably just as much to 
suffer. The writer goes on to say that 
“others were equally impecunious,” 
hut that these often lacked the “re­ 
fined sensibilities which are indispen­ 
sable to writers of lofty sentiments.” 
Must not painters, sculptors, musical 
composers and others have equally 
refined sensibilities in order to excel? 
Again, it appears that these people of 
refined sensibilities sometimes secured 
to themselves a “comfortable exist­ 
ence" by “an advocacy of principles 
utterly revolting to their natures.” 
An author who could so debase ids 
talents could not be possessed of very 
"refined sensibilities.'’ 
“And was not this pain greater than 
physical suffering could he?" 
Why 
then endure this pain of their own 
making; these -people of “ refined sen­ 
sibilities" were not obliged to accept 
this “comfortable existence.” 
No 
doubt there are many ordinary people 
who would prefer dishonest compe­ 
tence to honest poverty, but then their 
sensibilities, 1 am afraid, would not 
he very refined. The writer can have 
but a small experience of authorship 
to say tiiat now “the world readily 
recognizes the claims of writers upon 
its liberality, and maintains them not 
only in comfort but in luxury." 
At 
the present day there are, of course, 
very many, more writers than in 
former times, and consequently con- 
.litlc r n b lc m o i c e u rtV rrin ^ u i y o n g tln v t 
class, and although the successful 
ones often do live in comfort and lux­ 
ury, stiff fin: unsuccessful ones do not 
stand in any better position at present 
than they did in earlier times. 
“The poet * * * yet allows him­ 
self to become gloomy and morose." 
1 think most of us who have read po­ 
etry and Hie lives of pacts must know 
that such is not generally the ease. 
Again is it not a very strong state­ 
ment. to make that “none have the 
nobler, higher attributes so fully de­ 
veloped as those who have been re­ 
filled through suffering?" No doubt 
some of those possessing the highest 
attributes have suffered much, Hut are 
there not just us many others equally 
gifted wlio have not gone through, any 
great amount of suffering? 
Rut for the agony of some hapless 
creature whose very life blood was 
wrung forth drop by drop in its pro­ 
duction." What a number of drops 
of life blood and what agony such 
men as Shakspearo, (lliethe, Miltou, 
Schiller, ffyron and Moore must have 
had! what men of iron.mpuld they must 
have been to have lived as long as 
they individually did through this 
drop by drop process! yet the histories 
of their lives do not seem to say that 
they were stronger than ot her men. 
The reading of poetry does not al­ 
ways cause pain as the writer of 
“Mind, Soul and Heart" would have 
us imagine; in fact I think i am jus­ 
tified in saying that pleasure is much 
more connected with poetry than 
pain, nor is it necessary to have one’s 
im lid in that state of acute and painful 
sensitiveness described by the author 
of “Mind Soul and Heat,” in order to 
:iatc the beauties of any partic­ 
ular poem. 
Thinking of something, it often oc­ 
curs to us that we have done or 
thought of that particular tiling be­ 
fore, and yet we cannot think when 
or how; so the author says, and it is 
undoubtedly the case; Hut why take 
it for granted that this thought or 
deed should have happened in some 
“ former slate of existence” ? It is 
much more likely that we have 
thought of something similar or done 
some similar action a long time before, 
probably one not of sufficient impor­ 
tance to stamp itself firmly on our 
mind, but just enough to remind us of 
it when we again have such a thought 
or do a like action. Even should we 
have acted in asim ilar manner in a 
former stale of existence or had asim ­ 
ilar thought when in that state, is it 
not going rather far to say that “prob­ 
ably of all the punishment laid upon 
man for liis first disobedience, this is 
the most painful” ? 
No doubt men in future ages will 
see many things which they now see 
“as through a glass darkly.” Science 
is making such wonderful strides, 
notably within late years, that quell a 
prediction may safely be made; hut 
that all men will then be at “peace 
and love," seems day by day more 
doubtful. 
The author, we must presume, lias 
not suffered from the “ inane senti­ 
ment of lackadaisical misses"—she is 
above such things; but what proof is 
there that that “ strong, tender afiec- 
tion that comes once in a life,” actu­ 
ally exists? I am afraid that uine- 
teutlis of the mortals with which this 
world is peopled liavu not got minds 
strong enough for such a desperate 
passion, and that that “ láckadaisiea! 
sentiment” the author speaks of so 
eontemptously, more generally takes 
its place. 
“ -Deep as hell, from which It lifts 
the heart.” Are we to infer, then, that 
those unfortunates, those lackadaisical 
ones, must always have their hearts 
in hell? Let us hope not.

Mr. Prudent Beaudry.

Mr. Prudent IJeaudry is not a specu­ 
lator. Oil the contrary, lie is a cool- 
licadcd, clear-headed man of husinijss, 
who possesses at once the faculty of 
forecasting the future to a very con­ 
siderable extent, in conjunction with 
the nerve and the means to hack his 
judgment when ho makes up his mind 
that ail investment is likely to he 
profitable. Two instances in liis ca­ 
reer as a real estate dealer go to prove 
this. A few years ago he purchased a 
tractof hill land in the northeast part 
of the city, at Sheriff’s sale, for some­ 
thing less than $500.

The terrace 
is a gem of a place, about six and one- 
half acres in extent, sloping beauti­ 
fully to the west and south, embel­ 
lished with four hundred orange, one 
hundred and twenty-live lime and 
lemon and seventy-live other fruit 
trees, besides a choice collection of 
foreign grapes, shrubbery, etc. 
A 
lovelier villa than this spot can be 
converted Into cannot he imagined. 
Mr. Beaudry commenced operations 
hero when lie had to haul water from 
the zanjas in barrels to keep liis young 
trees and vines alive. Now a network 
of pipes», with fifteen or twenty hy­ 
drants, supplied from his own reser­ 
voir, provides for full and complete 
irrigation.

Again, if “An 
American” is right in Ids views as to 
tiffs being a Christian Republic, why 
ilo the ministers of religion besiege the 
liiifln ol* legislatio n « on li illiall N (o 1 III VO 
God inserted in the Constitution and 
to luive Christ recognized in our or­ 
ganic law as a ruler among nations.

“An American” that it would he in 
better taste to prove I liat. I have taken 
ridiculous positions on this question 
than to give liis iyw« dixit for ar­ 
gument—that it is a sign of weakness 
to use questionable raillery for logic.

ward, or promise thereof, to vote differently 
from what such elector Intended or desired to 
vote, Is gulTty of a misdemeanor. 
Sue. til. Kvery person wlio wilfully violates 
any of the provisions of the laws of this Mtule 
relating lo elections Is, unless a dlff'ercnt pun­ 
ishment for such violation is prescribed by 
tillsl.'ode, punishable by line not exceeding 
one thousand dollars, or by Imprisonment in 
the State Prison not exceeding five years, or 
by both.
